ood cisten equipped with a sand fil- 
ter is needed for storing the water 
and keeping it free from contamina- 
tion. Water cisterns are usually built 
of concrete, of wood, or bricks laid in 
cement mortar. Choice of material 
will depend on the material available, 
the conditions under which the  cis- 
tern is to be used and the skill and 
experience of the builder. 

Concrete is very durable where ex- 
cessive aikali 1s not present in the sub- 
soil which, unfortunately, is the case 
in most of our irrigated districts. 
While the first cost is quite bgh con- 


crete makes a tght fitting cistern that 


is easily kept clean. A mixture of one 
part cement, two parts of clean sharp 
sand and four parts clean gravel is 
generally used. Replacing about 15 
per cent of the cement with hydrated 
lime will make the concrete more wat- 
er-proof. Only enough water is added 
to make the concrete pour properly. 
Any excess water will weaken the 
etructure. A circular tank gives maz- 
imum strength and storage espace for 
any given amount of material used. 
Making circular forms for the cop: 
crete is a difficulty. This is overcome 
by making the concrete tank six-sided 
or hexagonal shaped. “A six-sided tank 
with each side five feet inside bas 3 
capacicty of 404.6 gallon for each foot 
of depth. A depth of 12 feet 41-2 in- 
ches gives nearly 5,000 gallons.”

SOCIAL CREDIT POLICY 
DISCUSSED BY MEMBERS 
1:01i—— 

Thursday last a fair sized group 
met in the Memoria) Hall to hear a 
talk on the Credit House Plan. Mr 
Tench was chairman and introduced 
as speakers Mr McCune. M. L. A. for 
Gleichen, A. J. Hooke, member for 
Red Deer and Mr Landeryou. 

Mr Hooke quoted numerous figures 
and several statements in support of 
his contention that we must become 
radical in order to obtain our God- 
given heritage. He then gave a brief 
outling of the Credit House plan. 
These, he declared, were to build 
roads, refund debt reduce unemploy- 
ment, and start wheels spinning 

Mr Landeryou spoke at length on a 
number of generalities before discus: 
sing briefly the Credit Houses, These, 
he said would serve in every way the 
banks do, excepting us loan institu- 
tions and would gain control of the 
monetary policy and dictate it in the 
interests of the people. Their object 
is to increase Alberta production from 
& present level of about 20 per cent 
to 33 1-3 per cent In closing, he tndi- 
cated that Strathmore was in line for 
one in the near future.

This Canadian Fish Loaf may be 
varied by using halibut or cod, or any 
other fish available in the market. 
The bones and oil contain body build 
ing vitamins. The bones soften during 
the cooking and do not change the 
texture of the finished loaf. 

Garnish with slices of lemon, and 
serve green peas and plain boiled pot 
jatoes, tossed in butter.
